Sabotage Squad 

The sneaky campaign to save Democrats’ control of the Great Park failed but kept 

Beth Krom on the Irvine City Council 


H aving remained silent during a 

major scandal—the attempted theft 
of a city during the November elec¬ 
tion— Orange County Register columnist 
Frank Mickadeit has tried to make up for 
his transgression by camping out in Irvine. 

To get back in the 
game, he published 
eight columns on 
Irvine politics in 
the past nine weeks. 
Superb is how I’d 
describe most of 
his reporting on the 
Republican takeover. 
He even appro¬ 
priately used his 
mainstream-media 
perch to cast Beth 
Krom and Larry 
Agran, two Democrats whose alliance had 
corruptly run the city for 12 consecutive 
years, as scoundrels. 

Good stuff, indeed; but, hey, what about 
that scandal? 

Agran—a lefty who believes in nanny- 
state government—had kept power in a 
city where Republicans outnumber Dem¬ 
ocrats while secretly running fake Repub¬ 
lican candidates to siphon votes from the 
legitimate, party-backed Republicans. 

In the weeks before the election, I 
revealed evidence that Agran’s team was 
up to its old tricks. This time, it involved 
Katherine Daigle, who’d been quietly 
approached to enter as a Republican in 
what had been a two-person mayoral race 
between Republican Steven Choi and 
Agran. No matter that she had no chance 
of winning; adding a second Republican 
would drain vital votes from Choi. 

I alerted the public to the scandal in 
progress. Republican campaign operatives 
republished portions of the news in mailers 
sent to Irvine voters. Daigle insisted she 
was a legitimate candidate on the verge of 
winning. A hilariously fake debate without 
Choi was organized. Republicans clandes¬ 
tinely funneled money to aid the Demo¬ 
crats. A frantic Agran poured more than 


$200,000 of his wife’s money into the race 
to lessen the damage of the Daigle revela¬ 
tions, and his blogosphere buddies aimed 
their knee-jerk cannon fodder at my head. 

Through it all, Mickadeit sat paralyzed. 
He knows all about Earl Zucht, one of 
Agran’s prior fake Republican candidates. 
In 2004, an unknown Zucht entered the 
mayor’s race, stole nearly 5,000 valuable 
votes from real Republican Mike Ward, 
allowed Krom (who, to this day, ridicu¬ 
lously thinks she won on her own) to nar¬ 
rowly grab the mayor’s office, and then 
disappeared back into obscurity. 

While the grotesque 2012 deja vu 
played out, the Register columnist stood 
mum. There was no outrage that Agan’s 
allies had secretly helped to write Daigle’s 
ballot statement, coached her on strategy 
and were spending tens of thousands of 
dollars on her candidacy—all dead give¬ 
aways that the goal was only to sabotage 
Choi and keep Agran in power. 

The day after the election, Mickadeit 
ended his self-imposed gag order, cheered 
Agran’s loss and cryptically credited the 
Republican victory to the fact that “the 
public increasingly caught onto [Agran’s] 
shenanigans.” Yes, and no thanks to the 
Register, whose pre-election contributions 
on the topic were nefarious. The paper 
touted the sham Agran-Daigle debate 
(moderated by Register columnist and 
Agran ally Adam Probolsky), designed to 
give Daigle the appearance of credibility, 
and then published a poorly reported 
and written news article by the gullible 
Thomas Martinez, who made no secret 
he couldn’t fathom that Mickadeit’s afore¬ 
mentioned shenanigans actually occurred. 

So what paralyzed Mickadeit? 

Patrick Strader is a Newport Beach 
lobbyist who represents FivePoint Com¬ 
munities, a firm hoping to build as many 
homes as possible around the proposed 
Orange County Great Park. The company’s 
managers calculated last year they could 
get more lucrative public concessions if 
Agran’s regime remained in power. They 
also decided to use their resources to tilt the 


election against Irvine Republicans, who 
have demanded more transparency in Great 
Park operations. 

Strader is Mickadeit’s buddy, too. Over 
the years, the men have together visited 
Elks lodges, dined, taken a trip to a local 
zoo, attended flag-football games, and 
countless times drank booze and smoked 
cigars at Gulfstream, a popular watering 
hole at which members of the county’s 
GOP elite regale one another. For more 
than seven years, Strader has appeared as 
a loveable buddy in Mickadeit’s columns. 

But Strader also is the man I exposed 
in my pre-election coverage as the Agran 
ally who, records prove, helped entice 
Daigle to enter the mayor’s race. An Agran 
appointee to a powerful city agency, he

insisted I was mistaken and that he was 
neutral in the election—a laughable claim 
given that his employer flooded Agran’s 
coffers with huge donations. 

But Strader had problems. To aid 
Agran, he couldn’t be content to hope that 
a dizzyingly inept rookie such as Daigle 
would on her own raise her nonexistent, 
pre-election persona or effectively target 
Choi with negative ads. The third problem 
was the Weekly; I’d exposed the lobbyist’s 
maneuverings, so any so-called “indepen¬ 
dent” campaign expenditures for Daigle’s 
campaign couldn’t be tied back to him, 
FivePoint Communities or his family’s 
enterprise, Starpointe Ventures. 

Sure enough, Daigle was unable to 



raise money; the only campaign mailers 
to hit Irvine mailboxes were pro-her and 
pro-Agran literature devised and paid for 
by somebody else. Using records filed at 
the California Secretary of State’s office, I 
traced the mailers to the California Home- 
owners Association, which is controlled by 
Sacramento-based Republican consultant 
Dave Gilliard. Gilliard refused to explain 
why a GOP consultant was helping a Dem¬ 
ocrat or, more important, who paid the tens 
of thousands of dollars in expenses. 

In advance of voting, I could only report 
that somebody had hidden the money trail 
because Gilliard disingenuously reported 
that Dennis J. Sammut, owner of San 
Bruno-based casino Artichoke Joe’s, paid 
for the pro-Daigle operation. Why would 
a savvy businessman spend $55,000 on 
a losing candidate seven hours south in 
Irvine—especially when he was trying to 
win an expensive, local gaming initiative 
in the San Jose area? 

Alas, Sammut didn’t give a hoot 
about Daigle. Here’s what happened: In 
exchange for Sammut participating in 
the Irvine election-money shell game, an 
Orange County company sent an equal 
amount, $55,000, to his gaming campaign. 
That entity? By golly, it was Strader’s 
Starpointe Ventures. 

Back in her peculiar la-la land, Krom 
bused in an army of elderly ladies to a 
Jan. 8 council meeting so they could 
regurgitate her stance that the Republi¬ 
can takeover wasn’t a voter mandate to 
clean up soiled Great Park affairs. The 
ladies dutifully whined that diminished 
Krom/Agran power was—you can’t make 
this up—the end of democracy. 

See Mickadeit’s column for good cov¬ 
erage of the event. But, perhaps because 
he made the Strader scheme verboten, 
the Reg columnist let Krom escape with 
a despicable lie. From the dais, she said 
the new GOP 3-2 majority couldn’t have 
a mandate because she received the most 
votes in the council race that elected her 
and Republican Christina Shea. 

‘Yeah, I myself have taken exception to 
the [mandate assertion] because I checked 
the [vote tallies],” declared Krom, who 
called her opponent “reprehensible.” 

You know what’s reprehensible? The 
same apparatus that gave us Daigle gave 
us Evan Chemers as a Republican decoy 
in the council race—and that sabotage 
paid off. The pro-Daigle operation touted 
Chemers’ candidacy in mailings that took 
17,167 votes from the two real Republi¬ 
cans, Shea and Lynn Schott. 

Without that trickery, Krom would 
have been booted from the council, 
Republicans would have enjoyed a 4-1 
majority, and the public wouldn’t have 
had to stomach a pathetic excuse for a 
lack of Great Park progress. 

“We didn’t have the two things that 
would have been so handy,” a smartass 
Krom opined during the council meeting. 
“A crystal ball and a magic wand.” 

Nope, she and Agran merely had total 
control for 12 years and $230 million to, 
as county Supervisor Todd Spitzer aptly 
observed, give us a Great Park that is “a palm 
court, a merry-go-round and a balloon.”

AIL RIGHT. KIDS, CUM DOWN . Yes, that is a man posing in a Ku Klux Klan robe on our cover and in our pages. Si, the outfit is incredibly offen¬ 
sive, code for racial terror and doesn’t belong in polite society, let alone a family paper such as this one. Yep, the man beneath the hood is Congressman 
Dana Rohrabacher... okay, maybe not, because we hear he prefers dressing up as the Taliban. 

But we trot out the outfit of the hooded menace to speak truth to an uncomfortable part of Orange County life: We continue to honor KKK members 
and will likely do so forever. 

Nearly every Monday for the past two years on our Navel Gazing blog, I’ve written “OC Pioneers Who Were Klan Members,” an award-winning series 
identifying the city councilmen, school-board members and celebrated citizens of yore who just happened to belong to the Ku Klux Klan in the 1920s. 
During that decade, the group used death threats and burning crosses to try to take over Orange County, only to find defeat in the form of District Attorney 
Alexander P. Nelson (see “Klanbuster,” Jan. 12,2012). Nelson shut down the group by obtaining the Klan’s membership rolls and threatening to publish 
names in the press; the move worked, and the list had largely stayed hidden since until the Weekly obtained a copy and did what Nelson never dared to do. 

OC society has largely forgotten this terrorist past, so much so that the ensuing decades found Klukkers rehabilitating their image and hiding their 
past so that future generations immortalized them in the form of buildings, parks, schools and streets named in their honor—a quiet victory for the 
Invisible Empire. So what better way to remind us of this rancid history than to get a model to pose in a Klan robe in front of their monuments? The 
following is just a smidgen of the many Klan names that are part of Orange County civic life—a far more insulting reality than wearing a Klan robe for a 
sensationalist cover story.

Downtown Disney is the 
latest conquest by the 
growing, so-so Earl of 
Sandwich chain

T he story behind the Earl of Sand¬ 
wich chain sounds too surreal to 
be true. The men behind it are 
none other than the actual 11th Earl of 
Sandwich and his son, direct descen¬ 
dants of the Fourth Earl of Sandwich, 
John Montagu, the 18th-century Brit 
who famously asked for his meat to be 
put between two slices of bread so that 
he could eat supper with one hand while 
continuing to play cards with the other. 
As everyone knows, this purported act 
created the universally known foodstuff 
now named after him. The present day 
Montagus have parlayed that legend into 
a steadily growing fast-food empire with 
the help of a Planet Hollywood founder 
who’s coincidentally also named Earl. 

It is perhaps more interesting to con¬ 
sider the circumstances leading up to the 
birth of the chain back in 2004 at Dis¬ 
ney World than the sandwiches them¬ 
selves, which, despite the prominent 
“The World’s Greatest Hot Sandwich” 
sign displayed outside of the newest 
Downtown Disney store in Anaheim, is 
just kind of okay. But, as evidenced by 
the lines that snake into the store at all 
hours, no one can argue the novelty of a 
sandwich shop operated by the ances¬ 
tors of the guy who reportedly invented 
it in 1762. Who, after all, wouldn’t want 
to try Buffalo wings at the Anchor Bar in 
Buffalo or a French dip at Philippe’s? But 
there’s a marked difference here: 250 
years separates what the fourth earl did 
with bread and meat (along with other 
achievements he’d probably much rather 
be remembered for) and what the cur¬ 
rent Montagus are doing, which seems 
more about capitalizing on their associa¬ 
tion and not necessarily because they 
know how to make a sandwich. 

For their restaurants, the Montagus 
travel a road where outlets such as 
Quizno’s have been before. The chicken 
pieces have artificial grill marks; the 
sandwich loaves possess a machine- 
formed uniformity, each one the size 
and shape of a brick; an army of teenag¬ 
ers trained to always be in a chipper 
mood mans the assembly line as though 
holiday elves, rolling up the sandwiches 
in gold foil and affixing custom-logoed 
stickers to the flap. To cut on labor costs, 
sides are prepackaged and set aside in 
refrigerated cases. 




Some are better than others. One day, 
the potato salad was light, the nicely 
boiled wedges dressed to a near-perfect 
state with just the right amount of 
mustard and mayo; the next day, it was 
drowning in it, and the potatoes were 
nearly raw. The coleslaw and pasta salad 
seem much more consistent—the former 
composed of cabbage chopped to near- 
granular bits and the latter piquant of 
vinegar. If you opt for a full salad, get the 
Cobb, brightened by dried cranberries 
and loaded with just enough bacon and 
tossed with Ranch to make you forget it’s 
missing the bleu cheese and the hard- 
boiled egg. 

But let’s get back to the sandwiches. 
The chain proclaims to bake the bread 
only when you place your order, which 
is technically true, even though the buns 
start out already parbaked. A short trip 
down a conveyor-belted toaster oven 
eventually turns the pale-white loaves 
golden brown. But it’s this ciabatta-like 
roll with which I have a problem. In a 
lot of the sandwiches, the bread’s thick¬ 


ness and density tend to suffocate 
the fillings; you get mouthfuls 
of bread and not much else. And 
as at any of its fast-food kin, 
the finished product at Earl of 
Sandwich never resembles the 
pictures promising creations 
bursting with meat and cheese. 
You’d have to pry them open to 
see what’s inside. 

The tuna melt is an exception, 
possessing the correct propor¬ 
tion of mayo-dressed tuna salad 
and melted Swiss to answer the 
girth of the bread. But on those 
sandwiches that involved roast 
beef, such as the Full Montagu, 

I was actually glad there wasn’t 
more meat. So tough and fibrous 
was the sliced beef that I thought 
I had bitten into a wad of wet 
paper towels. An Italian sand¬ 
wich featuring salami, capicola, 
ham, mortadella, Italian dressing, 
mozzarella and roma tomatoes 
was a lot better than the meat¬ 
ball version, which was lifeless 
by comparison, the beef orbs a 
touch too mealy and coated in a mari- 
nara that was barely there. There are 
uneven attempts at more exotic flavors: 
An insipid barbecue sauce made the 
Hawaiian sandwich—with chicken, ham 
and pineapple—too cloying, but roasted 
red and banana peppers managed to 
elevate the Caribbean jerk chicken to be 
as sharp as a Schick. 

The best sandwich is one that’s no 
longer served. The Holiday Turkey won’t 
be back until next Christmas season, but 
it was with this messy, delicious, gloppy 
pile of white-meat slices, mashed pota¬ 
toes, stuffing and cranberry sauce that 
I finally saw a sandwich expressing the 
spirit of the fourth earl’s original inven¬ 
tion—that a plated dinner can taste just 
as good between slices of bread.

T hree restaurants in Anaheim have con¬ 
founded me for most of my adult life for 
their ability to stay open. One is Tony's Deli off 
Anaheim Boulevard, a cubby hole squeezed 
next to a used-car dealerthat has managed 
to stay in business for more than 40 years 
despite the city's changing demographics and 
serving only weekday lunches. Another spot 
is the Dutch Avio Club on Katella, which I've 
never been to because it only seems to open 
for invite-only parties yet hasn't been bull¬ 
dozed despite the lack of Dutch in the area. 

Yet none of them are more amazing in their 
luck than Ararat Armenian Cuisine, just down 
the street from Avio, with one of the most 
unfortunate locations in Orange County: deep 
inside a parking lot that's fronted by a Latina 
beauty salon and a tired office building. It's a 
cavernous place that looks transplanted from 
North Hollywood: faux-stones as wallpaper, 
perfectly placed cutlery on all tables, a boom¬ 
box out in the open playing tunes and empty 
most of the day. In fact, Ararat was informally 
closed for a couple of years, open only for 
banquets, as the family who runs the place 
decided to concentrate on catering for the 
county's small Armenian community. But the 
23-year-old place now has a new vibrancy 
in the form of the second generation, who 
gamely mans the family business even if it 
seems to attract just one customer at a time. 

The years haven't changed the menu: 
more Middle Eastern than Armenian, really. 
You won't find sojouk, but you will find luleh 
kebab, luscious ground-beef beef skewers. 
And there is a fine lahmajune, the Armenian 
pizza, that is baked fresh upon order, thus 
the kitchen usually takes its sweet time 
to make. But Ararat's offerings don't veer 
much from appetizers, three kebabs and a 
surprising emphasis on dolmahs—stuffed 
vegetables common to the Caucasus that 
are waiting for vegetarians to discover. But 
the evidence of the second generation's 
attention to craft is evident. The in-house 
metabbal (Armenian babaghanoush) is split 
into four sections by lines of sumac solely 
for the sake of appearances; basturma, 
air-dried beef, is arranged with the care of 
a Khachaturian composition. The luleh and 
chicken kebabs do their job, but the filet 
mignon version is actually fabulous instead 
of an excuse to charge customers more, 
with an extra rubbing of sumac seeping into 
the meat and bringing on the heat. 

I wish the second generation of Ararat 
chefs well and challenge them to introduce 
more Armenian-specific specialties. Besides, 
any place that blasts KKJZ-FM 88.1 is a great 
place, indeed.

T he actual storefront for Avocado 
Cafe is hidden behind highrises, 
so unless you know the ’hood 
around Jamboree, it’s disorienting. Loca¬ 
tion No. 1 is inside the Newport Beach 
Athletic Club; this second spot opened 
last month, and a third is scheduled for 
February in Huntington Beach. That’s 
ambitious for a place we didn’t know 
existed a week ago. 

If you are an avocado-lover, look 
no further. It’s in all but one of their 
sandwiches and salads, plus the hot 
breakfast. Per the mission statement, 
“Avocado Cafe strives to provide new 
and devoted customers with fresh, 
nutritious meals, hand-crafted beers and 
biodynamic wines that nurture the body 
and mind.” Works for us! The “HB” 
signifies owners Jon and Chuy Vidales’ 
home turf of Huntington Beach. Many 
of the bread-and-meat offerings feature 


names of local surf legends, with slices 
of Puritan Bakery wheat the founda¬ 
tion of taste. Light mayo, mustard and 
tomato are standard regulation on the 
HB Avocado Original tuna sammy, but 
it’s the remaining ingredients that reel 
us in. White Cheddar and sprouts are 
two of our favorite toppings—subtle, but 
impactful enough to make a difference. 
Cucumber and soy bacon bits sound meh 
in theory, but give the crunch this sand¬ 
wich craves. 

Healthy and tasty in a city of food 
courts and chains, and it’s open week¬ 
ends, too (with enclosed parking)? Yeah, 
we’re coming back—and you should 
visit, period.

The name is a bit of a misnomer—its 
Mexican name is Nuestro Orgullo ("Our 
Pride"), but what gabachowould buy a 
tequila named NO? Nevertheless, the 
pedigree is immaculate: from Arandas, 
the legendary city smack-dab in Los Altos 
de Jalisco, the birthplace of tequila and 
mariachi. And all of ON's vintages are 
superb—the bianco is fresh and 
jolting, the reposado sweeter 
and deeper, the anejo almost 
reaching bourbon levels of 
complexity. I had about two 
double shots of each, yet no 
nasty hangover lingered in 
the hours following the show. 
There's also an extra-anejo 
that's one of the best tequilas 
I've ever had—but you're going to 
have to listen to Leykis for more info.

Carlos Salgado of Taco Marfa 


F irsts happen all the time. Our inter¬ 
view with Carlos Salgado was the 
first time we heard of a subject 
experiencing car trouble on the way to the 
photo shoot. Actually it was luxe lonchera 
trouble while en route to a Saturday- 
morning farmers’ market stint adjacent to 
the OC Mart Mix, but... semantics. 

Earliest food memory: 

Frijoles de la olla. I remember that when 
I was a young kid, my family was poorer. 
Often, dinner was little more than beans in 
a pot. We’d spoon salsa on and tear cilantro 
by hand into our bowls, feeling lucky to 
have queso fresco to crumble over the top, 
before scooping up the salty beans and mak¬ 
ing tacos de aire, “air tacos,” which were 
simply corn tortillas rolled and dipped into 
the bean broth. I hated it. Now, as an adult, 

I find few meals as delicious, humbling and 
transcendent as a simply cooked bowl of 
beans with tortillas, salsa and garnishes. 
Most undervalued ingredient: 

Fat. We go through a lot of it in our 
kitchen, rendering trim for lard, schmaltz 
and tallow. We use it to sweat the aro¬ 
matics for mole, sear meats for braising 
or slow-cook the carnitas. We take extra 
care to save all the fat from various pro¬ 
cesses and use it to compound flavor in 
the appropriate meat dish. The worst 
thing you could do in my kitchen—or my 
grandmother’s—is throw out excess fat. 
What can we look forward to in the new year? 
We’re hoping Taco Maria will settle into a 
permanent home this year. Too early to say 
exactly when or where, but it’s happening. 
One food you can’t live without: 

Dairy. Any milk, any age, any mold or 
bacteria. To my ear, “lactose intolerance” 
sounds like a terminal condition. 

Weirdest thing you’ve ever eaten: 

Dried toasted beetles? Ant eggs? Caterpil¬ 
lar larvae? Are those weird? 


On the Line

Are there any misconceptions newcomers 
have about your Chicano cuisine? 

Every day, someone walks up to the win¬ 
dow and orders without looking at the 
menu. When we explain to them what 
they’re asking for when they say, “chicken 
taco,” they look at us sideways and ask 
why we don’t have “normal” tacos. The 
most challenging misconception con¬ 
fronting us is the perception that all Mex¬ 
ican food is the same. That every taqueria 
will have the same basic menu and that it 
will all cost about the same—which is to 
say, virtually nothing. 

Weirdest customer request: 

We get requests for “no cheese” quesadil- 
las fairly often. Is this a thing? Because 
the guests will ask calmly, as though it 
were incredibly common. We just smile 
and nod and try to griddle a flour tortilla 
without laughing. 

When you’re not in the kitchen cooking , 
what are you doing? 

Hiking, climbing, cycling, watching old 
films or listening to music—all the while, 
thinking about cooking. When I’m not 
doing that, I’m reading about cooking. 
And when I sleep, I dream about cooking. 
Where did you grow up? 

I grew up in Orange, went to Villa Park 
High, worked at tech companies in Irvine 
and Costa Mesa until 2002, and eventu¬ 
ally moved to San Francisco to start my 
cooking career. I came back about two 
years ago to work with my parents and 
open Taco Maria. 

Hardest lesson you’ve learned: 

How and when to shut up.

Rambunctious Irvine International Film Festival lineup includes 

nine Oscar nominees

inephiles routinely hit local mov- 
ieplexes to make sure they’ve 
seen all the Academy Award Best 
Picture nominees before the ceremonies, 
which fall on Feb. 24 this year. Hardcore 
cinephiles expand the must-see viewing 
to films included in the foreign, acting, 
writing and directing categories. 

Those iron-eyeballed souls who take 
in Oscar nominees in the short, animated 
and documentary categories should hit 
the second annual Irvine International 
Film Festival (IIFF), which opens Thurs¬ 
day, Jan. 17, and continues through Mon¬ 
day at Edwards Westpark 8. It’s one-stop 
shopping, as the IIFF lineup includes 
nine films in the Best Documentary Short, 
Best Live Action Short and Best Animated 
Short categories of the Academy Awards. 

Someone obviously has a good film 
eye at IIFF; the nominated titles, as well 
as the unnominated, were booked before 
the award nominations were announced 
on Jan. 10. 

Nearly the entire Oscar Best Documen¬ 
tary Short category is composed of films 
rolling at IIFF. Cynthia Wade’s Mondays 
At Racine is about two sisters who once a 
month open their Long Island hair salon 
to women diagnosed with cancer. Open 
Heart, which was directed by Kief David¬ 
son, follows eight Rwandan children who 
leave their families behind to embark on 
a life-or-death journey to Sudan for high- 
risk heart surgery. Sari Gilman exam¬ 
ines self-reliance vs. community living 
through the stories of five seniors at a 
retirement village in Kings Point. Andrea 


Nix Fine and Sean Fine’s Inocente, which 
made its Orange County premiere at last 
August’s OC Film Fiesta in Santa Ana, 
profiles Inocente Izucar, who emerged 
from San Diego’s homeless, immigrant 
community to inspire fellow young art¬ 
ists. The only Best Doc Short nominee 
not playing at IIFF is Redemption, John 
Alpert and Matthew O’Neill’s look at four 
recyclers fighting to survive and get off

the streets of West Oakland. 

Davidson is expected to attend Friday’s 
Open Heart screening at IIFF. That’s also 
the night Mondays At Racine rolls. Seats 
are being saved for the Fines of Inocente 
on Sunday, which is also the day Kings 
Point is shown. 

The Best Live Action Short category of 
the Academy Awards includes these films 
coming to the IIFF: Bryan Buckley’s Asad, 
which is about a boy in Somalia having to 
choose between a life of piracy or hon¬ 
est fishing; Pesaran-e-Buzkashi (Buzkashi 
Boys), a coming-of-age story from direc¬ 
tor Sam French about two best friends 
that’s set against war-torn Afghanistan 
and a brutal national sport that involves 
polo players on horseback and dead goats; 


and, from Belgium, there’s Tom Van 
Avermaet’s Dood van een shaduw (Death 
of a Shadow), about a deceased soldier 
who collects shadows of dying men and 
women to buy a second chance at life so 
he can pursue a girl he met the moment 
before he died. 

Pesaran-e-Buzkashi and Dood van 
een shaduw screen Saturday. Buckley is 
expected at Monday’s closing-night show¬ 
ing of Asad. 

Recipients of Oscar nominations for Best 
Animated Short were Timothy Reckart’s 
Head Over Heels, which is about a husband 
and wife who have grown so far apart that 
he lives on the floor and she lives on the 
ceiling, and Fresh Guacamole, which has 
director PES going tableside to follow up 
on his lauded Western Spaghetti. Head Over 
Heels opens IIFF on Thursday, Jan. 17, and 
Fresh Guacamole crushes it Sunday. 

The other opener is the feature-length 
documentary The Iran Job, which The 
Hollywood Reporteds Scott Feinberg and 
TheWrap.com’s Steve Pond had singled 
out as a possible Oscar nominee before the 
awards were announced. It’s about Ameri¬ 
can basketball player Kevin Sheppard’s 
experiences on a team in one of the world’s 
most-feared countries. Director Till Shauder, 
who is expected the attend the IIFF show¬ 
ing, had his cameras rolling against the back¬ 
drop of Iran’s reformist Green Movement 
rising, falling and inspiring the Arab Spring. 

Paraiso, Nadav Kurtz’s 10-minute docu¬ 
mentary on three immigrant window 
cleaners who risk their lives daily by rap¬ 
pelling down some of Chicago’s tallest 





sky-scrapers, actually made Oscar’s short¬ 
list of potential nominees, but, alas, the 
early-morning call never came. You can 
help cry in Kurtz’s beer as the director is 
expected at Sunday’s IIFF screening. 

These are just a handful of the short 
and feature-length films that will roll in 
Irvine. You want rambunctious? Here 
are just three films randomly pulled from 
Sunday’s schedule: Uprising, Fredrik 
Stanton’s documentary that gives an 
inside look at Egypt’s revolution; a David 
Nerman-directed doc with a title that 
says it all, Overlooked Suspect: What If 
O.J. Simpson Didn’t Do It?; and Michele 
Fiascaris’ Fat Cat, a dark comedy pitting 
a revenge-filled, Italian nightclub owner 
against a flamboyant, psycho gangster 
boss known as Mosca, who lives in a 
castle and whose best friend is a bronze 
sculpture of a cat named Renato. Sneak 
peaks are available thanks to trailers on 
IIFF’s Youtube channel. 

Besides opening- and closing-night 
parties, the festival includes Saturday’s 
“An Evening With Mark Rydell,” the 
director of The Rose, On Golden Pond and 
John Wayne’s The Cowboys. On Sunday, 
for the second year, movies made by K-12 
filmmakers will be presented. The IIFF 
has partnered with the International 
Cinematographers Guild to screen the 
Emerging Cinematographers Awards 
films followed by a panel discussion 
Monday afternoon. That evening, over 
at the Embassy Suites Irvine, a Lifetime 
Achievement Award will be presented to 
veteran actor Martin Landau.

OPENING 

MAMA A chiller about two abandoned 
little girls and their bond to the wraith 
of the title, Mama never delivers the 
primal terror its premise would suggest. 
Instead, the movie—the first feature 
by Andy Muschietti—distracts with 
too much foolishness, namely Jessica 
Chastain plucking a bass guitar in a jet- 
black pageboy wig, tattoo sleeve, and 
Misfits T-shirt. Chastain plays Annabel, 
a goth rocker whose boyfriend Lucas 
(Nikolaj Coster-Waldau ) is the uncle 
of the filthy, feral girls, who are pro¬ 
tected by their Mama, a cadaverous, 
shape-shifting creature. Annabel and 
Lucas take the girls in, and they settle 
with their new charges in Richmond, 
Virginia, here a bunch of bland sub¬ 
urban streets and a copse played by 
the province of Quebec. They try to 
adjust, yet they retain their tie to Mama, 
threatened by these new caretakers. 
(The possessive specter is performed, 
with CGI trickery, by seven-foot-tall 
ectomorph Javier Botet.) Muschietti's 
movie needs more emotions bent out of 
shape. Lucas and Annabel display not 
a trace of apprehension—or disgust— 
when they become the guardians of 
these bestial little girls. Lucas' "Hey, 

I love you, girl" soothes any rough 
patches between the two new parents. 
Instead, the unwieldiness is played 
out in the plot contrivances, confusing 
machinations involving custody battles, 
convenient comas, stolen computer 
files, and directives delivered in dreams 
to go to Clifton Forge and other place- 
names straight out of the Bobbie Gentry 
songbook. The rich mine of (human) 
parental anxieties left virtually unex¬ 
plored, Mama does at least feature 
intriguing, complex performances from 
its young stars, Megan Charpentier 
and Isabelle Nelisse. (PG-13) Melissa 
Anderson. Countywide. 

ONGOING 

ARGO Set amid the 1979-1980 Iran hos¬ 
tage crisis, Argo, Ben Affleck's third 
directorial effort, is a "gritty" histori¬ 
cal drama overwhelmed by its love of 
Hollywood as an inventor of imaginary 
narratives with real consequences, 
a great generator of American bed¬ 
time stories whose magic works on 
suburban kids and foreign enemies 
alike. After an Iranian Revolution for 
Dummies Prologue, the movie proper 
begins with the November 4,1979, 
attack on the U.S. embassy in Tehran. 
While 52 Americans are held hostage, 
six embassy workers manage to 
escape, ultimately hiding out at the 
home of Canadian ambassador Ken 
Taylor (Victor Garber). Determined to 
smuggle the houseguests out of Iran 
by disguising them as a film crew on a 
location scout, CIA exfiltration expert 
Tony Mendez (Affleck) enlists the help 
of John Chambers (John Goodman), a 
movie makeup artist, and Lester Siegel 
(Alan Arkin), an old-school producer 


Chambers pulls off the lifetime-achieve¬ 
ment circuit to give the "production" 
credibility. (In real life, Chambers 
won an Oscar for Planet of the Apes; 
Siegel is a composite). Between hokey 
wisecracks ribbing industry idiocy, the 
trio seizes on a dusty script for a Star 
Wars rip off called Argo. The great 
movies of the period Argo depicts, 
even period pieces, were about the 
American experience in the moment 
they were made. Argo doesn't reflect 
who we are now so much as it argues 
for what Hollywood can be. It's an 
embodiment of the kind of quality adult 
film that really shouldn't be an endan¬ 
gered species, and a love letter from 
Affleck to the industry that made him, 
shunned him, and loves nothing more 
than to be loved. (R) Karina Longworth. 
Countywide. 

DJANGO UNCHAINED After the ebul¬ 
lient Holocaust fantasia Inglourious 
Basterds, Quentin Tarantino takes his 
whole blood-spattered historical tent 
show on the road, this time putting 
down stakes in antebellum Dixieland. 
Jamie Foxx stars as the captured run¬ 
away slave of the title, given his free¬ 
dom by an unlikely savior: a German- 
American bounty hunter (Basterds 
Oscar-winner Christoph Waltz) who 
trains Django to become his partner. 
Together, they make their way toward 
a sprawling Mississippi plantation 
known as Candyland, where Django's 
estranged bride, Broomhilda (Kerry 
Washington), lies in wait, under the 
thumb of a foppish master (Leonardo 
DiCaprio) and his septuagenarian 
house slave (the astonishing Samuel L. 
Jackson). Wagnerian hellfire ensues, 
though Tarantino's true reference point 
is a century of Hollywood cinema's 
failure to engage with the ugly realities 
of the "peculiar institution," from Gone 
With the Wind to Spielberg's Lincoln. 
Some high-minded critics and cultural 
arbiters still can't bring themselves to 
take Tarantino seriously as an intel¬ 
lectual, but like all of the best pop art, 
Django Unchained is both seriously 
entertaining and seriously thoughtful, 
rattling the cage of race in America 
on-screen and off. (R) Scott Foundas. 
Countywide. 

FLIGHT The yammering about "Oscar 
gold" and Denzel Washington's poten¬ 
tial three-peat will soon reach a deaf¬ 
ening pitch, but such noise can only 
embarrass a fine character study like 
Flight, whose prevailing tone is a heavy 
melancholy. The mood is there from 
the opening, where William "Whip" 
Whitaker (Washington) is waking in a 
bottle-strewn hotel suite, last night's 
company fishing her thong from behind 
a recliner. Much the worse for the 
wear after his long weekend, Whip gets 
ready for work with a snort of coke, and 
is young again as he swaggers into the 
cockpit for a morning flight—Whip, you 
see, is a commercial-airline captain. 

It's not Whip's shabby state, however, 
that eventually puts his plane into a 
sudden free fall. Drawing on a lifetime 
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of experience, Whip improvises a 
miraculous plan that brings craft and 
passengers down more or less safely. 

In order to hush up a medical report 
of Whip's potent blood-alcohol level 
at the crash scene and to coach him 
through the investigation, a lawyer, 

Hugh Lang (Don Cheadle), is brought in 
to do damage control at the behest of 
the pilot's union rep, Charlie Anderson 
(Bruce Greenwood), an old Navy buddy 
of Whip's and custodian of the open 
secret of his drinking. Anderson's 
opposite is Whip's dealer, Harling, 
played with dirtbag bonhomie by John 
Goodman. Calm and chaos commingle 
beautifully in the crash-landing set 
piece as handled by director Robert 
Zemeckis, making his first live-action 
film since 2000's Cast Away. It is not 
surprising that Zemeckis' handling of 
spectacle would be undiminished, but 
he hasn't lost his touch with actors, 
either, coaching Washington into one of 
those rare performances that suggests 
much more than it shows. (R) Nick 
Pinkerton. Regal Foothill Towne Center 
22, Foothill Ranch; Regency Charter 
Centre, Huntington Beach. 

GANGSTER SQUAD Originally slated 
to open in September 2012, Gangster 
Squad was delayed when the movie- 
theater shooting in Aurora, Colorado, 
suddenly made a scene of gunfire in 
Grauman's Chinese Theatre "inap¬ 
propriate." But released any time, the 
movie would be a crime against cin¬ 
ematic sensibility. As Gangster Squad 
opens, boss Mickey Cohen (Sean Penn) 
is the snake in the West Coast Eden of 
prosperous Los Angeles circa 1949. Los 
Angeles Police Department Sergeant 
John O'Mara (Josh Brolin) is offered 
the chance to put together an unof¬ 
ficial unit to bust up Cohen's rackets. 
The only other squad member given a 
story line to himself is Ryan Gosling's 
Sergeant Jerry Wooters, who takes up 
with Cohen's arm candy (Emma Stone); 
this gives Gosling occasion to ply his 
shy-heartthrob trade, the sheepish boy 
showing off his cantaloupe biceps. It 
would be the film's silliest performance 
were it not for Penn donning a pound of 
putty to play Cohen—his smushed mug 
would suit a Dick Tracy villain. All of 
the usual cop-opera conceits—"duty," 
"badge of honor," "fraternity"—get 
trotted out, but it's only the pummel- 
ing violence that stirs director Ruben 
Fleischer's interest. Gangster Squad 
caroms from crime to retaliation, from 
tommy gun assassination to a power 
drill through the head to a pistol whip¬ 
ping, every bloodletting hyped by Steve 
Jablonsky's score or peppy period 
tunes counterpoised for ironic effect. 

In reducing the great themes of the 
Warner Bros, crime-film legacy to many 


bases to be rounded, Gangster Squad 
desecrates the symbols of the movies it 
alleges to homage. (R) Nick Pinkerton. 
Countywide. 

THE GUILTTRIP In Anne Fletcher's buddy 
comedy The Guilt Trip, Seth Rogen is 
Andy Brewster, an organic chemist 
frustrated in his entrepreneurial efforts 
at selling the natural cleaning product 
he has invented. About to embark on 
a multi-city sales jaunt, he invites his 
mom (Barbra Streisand) along, osten¬ 
sibly to spend time with her, but with 
the hidden agenda of hooking her up 
with an old boyfriend at journey's end. 
Pairing Rogen and Streisand turns out 
to be inspired. The wisp of a plot serves 
as a platform for some strong comic 
dynamics, the only semi-important thing 
the film has to offer. For an internation¬ 
ally famous doyenne who lives at a 
magnificent and heightened level of 
existence involving ambient harp glis- 
sandos and lilac fragrance, Streisand 
offers a spot-on portrayal of a retired, 
middle-class Gap aficionado. Andy's 
multiple agendas and internal resis¬ 
tance to the fact that he kind of wants 
his mom's help challenges his affable 
shlubbiness. Their exchanges have the 
ructious affection of long acquaintance, 
and the tight focus on the characters 
yields a narrative gentleness that's only 
surprising in a landscape of gross-out 
comedies, some of which Rogen has 
written himself. The Guilt Trip tees up 
scenes involving an eating contest, a 
strip club, and a casino, which in an 
overdetermined, situational film would 
have resulted in projectile vomiting, 
an embarrassing lap dance, and hit¬ 
ting the big jackpot. At each turn, Dan 
Fogelman's script instead veers back to 
the filial relationship and the complica¬ 
tions therein. (PG-13) Chris Packham. 
Countywide. 

THE HOBBIT: AN UNEXPECTED 
JOURNEY Welcome back to Middle 
Earth. A decade after bidding farewell 
to his Oscar-winning Lord of the Rings 
trilogy, Peter Jackson has returned 
to J.R.R. Tolkien to make three more 
films based on The Hobbit, the slender 
1937 volume in which the author first 
deployed his Middle Earth mythology. 
And this first installment feels like much 
ado about not very much, dragging its 
hairy feet for nearly an hour before it 
even sets out on the "unexpected jour¬ 
ney" of the movie's subtitle, in which 
the dandyish hobbit Bilbo Baggins 
(Martin Freeman) joins forces with a 
band of warrior dwarfs to help recap¬ 
ture their ancestral homeland from 
the claws of a fire-breathing dragon. 

It goes without saying that all of this 
is executed at an exceptional level of 
craft, but unless you want to see some¬ 
thing that looks like Days of Our Hobbit 


Lives, stay far away from Jackson's 
much-ballyhooed "High Frame Rate" 
version of the film playing in selected 
cinemas. Some welcome cameos 
from the LOTR cast keep things fitfully 
engaging, but mostly the movie feels 
like self-conscious monument art—and 
it's all too unclear whether that monu¬ 
ment is to Tolkien or to Jackson himself.

JACK REACHER In his 2005 novel One 
Shot, Lee Child lays out nine rules for 
surviving a five-against-one alley fight. 
Rule nine: "Don't run head-on into Jack 
Reacher. It's like running into an oak 
tree." As fans of Child's 17 Reacher 
novels know, the drifter hero is 6-foot-5, 
which means that to bring this oak of a 
man to life onscreen, the comparatively 
diminutive Tom Cruise (5-foot-7) would 
have to overcompensate with some 
serious tough-guy glowering. That was 
the expectation, anyway. Instead, when 
surrounded on a dark Pittsburgh street 
by five fools paid a hundred bucks each 
to beat him bloody, Cruise's Reacher 
gives a "you-asked-for-it" shrug, then 
puts the five down. Convincingly. 

Written and directed by Christopher 
McQuarrie (co-writer of The Usual 
Suspects), the movie concerns 
Reacher's attempts to clear the name 
of an army sniper arrested for a shoot¬ 
ing spree. The opening calls to mind 
the cold, heartless grace of a Brian 
De Palma set piece, but McQuarrie 
maintains a jokey tone throughout the 
rest of the film, as if to let us know that 
nobody's taking this lone hero stuff too 
seriously. And master cinematographer 
Caleb Deschanel (The Black Stallion ) 
must have taken great joy in bouncing 
light off Rosamund Pike's resplendent 
blond hair. Should a beat-'em-up action 
flick be this beautiful? (PG-13) Chuck 
Wilson. Countywide. 

LES MISERABLES You can hear the 
people sing—really hear them—in the 
long-gestating screen version of that 
Broadway juggernaut Les Miserables, 
for which the musical numbers were 
recorded live on the set rather than 
lip-synched to studio recordings. That's 
one of several ways in which director 
Tom Hooper (The King's Speech) tries 
but fails to inject real-world grit and 
verisimilitude into producer Cameron 
Mackintosh's musical-theater block¬ 
buster, a simpering reduction of Victor 
Hugo's panoramic 19th-century novel 
into a succession of noble peasant 
heroes (Hugh Jackman as the perse¬ 
cuted Jean Valjean), cardboard villains 
(Russell Crowe as police inspector 
Javert), and star-crossed lovers belt¬ 
ing out sound-alike anthems about 
the resilience of the human spirit. On 
stage, where Les Mis has been running 
continuously in one form or another for 


the past 25 years, this all had a certain 
kitsch appeal. On screen, it's a real 
slog, less a movie than an exercise 
in careful brand management. As the 
fired factory-worker-turned-prostitute 
Fantine, Anne Hathaway stops the 
show with her borderline-hysterical 
rendition of "I Dreamed a Dream," 
all bulging eyes and hyperventilation. 
But is this great acting, or merely the 
precursor to spontaneous combustion? 
(PG-13) Scott Foundas. Countywide. 

LIFE OF PI A stacked-deck theological 
inquiry filtered through a spectacular 
Titanic-by-way-ofSIumdog Millionaire 
narrative, Life of Pi manages occa¬ 
sional spiritual wonder through its 3-D 
visuals but otherwise sinks like a stone. 
It's no shock that Ang Lee brings to 
his high seas adventure graceful and 
refined aesthetics devoid of any unique 
signature or pressing emotion, as the 
director has proved himself a skillful 
craftsman without an imprimatur to call 
his own. Here, that anonymity results 
in slavish, proficient devotion to his 
source material, Yann Martel's 2001 
novel. The story concerns the upbring¬ 
ing of Pi (newcomer Suraj Sharma) in 
India, his unbelievable experiences 
surviving a shipwreck aboard a life raft 
also occupied by a Bengal tiger, and 
his post-rescue efforts to convince 
Japanese officials that his tale is true— 
a three-part structure thatOs framed by 
the adult Pi (Irrfan Khan), recounting his 
tale to a nameless Writer (Rafe Spall). A 
struggling Caucasian American novelist 
who has been told that Pi's saga will 
convince him of God's existence, the 
Writer—who looks like he just came 
from a Banana Republic modeling 
shoot—is a colonialist appropriator of 
Pi's story, which he plans to turn into 
his own novel. Lee ignores such thorny 
sociopolitical dynamics, opting instead 
to couch this framework as further 
proof of the divine magic of storytell¬ 
ing. Lee stages the freighter's demise 
with a thrilling immediacy, taking full 
advantage of 3-D, and culminates with 
a shot of an underwater Pi gazing at 
the vessel as it descends to the bottom, 
its lights twinkling like flickering eyes. 
Still, the story's relentless articulation 
of its thematic aims proves a buzz kill, 
and the film spoon-feeds rather than 
enlightens. (PG-13) Nick Schager. 
Countywide. 

PARENTAL GUIDANCE In much the 
same way that pig-romancing hill folk 
felt slandered by William Denison 
"Bill" McKinney's performance in 
Deliverance, the elderly have cause 
to feel scandalized by their portrayal 
in Andy Fickman's Parental Guidance. 
The Billy Crystal/Bette Midler vehicle is 
an extended "in my day" joke intended 
to convey the superiority of old people 
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over a lot of supposedly contemporary 
behavior that doesn't actually exist in 
real life. The film is unpopulated by 
anything resembling an actual human 
being, and the non-Lipitor-ingesting 
characters are 2-D cutouts for Billy 
Crystal to smack around with his smirky 
jowls. Artie Decker (Crystal), a cornball 
announcer for the Fresno Grizzlies, is 
fired from his job by an executive who 
sprays a withering fusillade of Internet 
buzzwords, advancing the film's con¬ 
tention that non-elderly people are 
ridiculous aliens, while providing one 
of many opportunities for Billy Crystal's 
jowls to portray "befuddled." Out of 
touch with tweets or whatever, Artie, 
along with his wife, Diane (Midler), 
launches his new season of unemploy¬ 
ment by babysitting his daughter's 
fucked-up children in a digitally 
automated house "invented" by his 
son-in-law. Among all the carpooling 
and violin lessons and whatnot, Midler, 
Crystal, and Crystal's befuddled jowls 
evince smugness toward caricatures 
of overprotective parents, educators 
spewing befuddling jargon, befuddling 
technology, and a befuddling 
kid's baseball league with a 
befuddling lack of strikes, 
penalties, or points. The 
film might be remem¬ 
bered for its discovery 
of the hateful state of 
"smug-fuddlement," a 
combination of "befud- 
dlement" and "smug."

SILVER LININGS 
PLAYBOOK Director 
David 0. Russell is still 
doing penance for / Heart 
Huckabees, a wonderfully 
nutty 2004 passion project 
exploring the desperate search 
for meaning within corporate 
America. Silver Linings Playbook 
feels more personal than The 
Fighter, his last feature, but it 
also feels like the movie version 
of a brilliant but unbalanced 
mind on too many edge-sanding 
meds. Released from the psych 
hospital where he was sent 
after a marriage-ending manic 
fit, Pat Solitano (Cooper) moves 
back into his childhood home. 

Cooper spits out such lines 
in an unmodulated, rapid- 
fire assault, his eyes wide 
and shining. Russell trusts 
us to draw on, like, every 
movie we've ever seen to 
recognize this is what the 
fearlessness of the mad 
looks and sounds like; the 
twist is that Pat's par¬ 


ents—superstitious amateur bookie Pat 
Senior (Robert De Niro) and the sweetly 
overbearing Dolores (Jacki Weaver)— 
speak the same way. The scenes in 
the Solitano home are a cacophony of 
mile-a-minute monotone. They're the 
best, most alive parts of the movie. Like 
many assholes, Pat brands himself a 
"truth teller"; he is, of course, the only 
person who can't see the truth about 
himself, which is that he's incapable 
of empathy. It comes as no surprise 
that the vehicle for this transforma¬ 
tion is a slow-building romance with a 
bruised young widow played with feisty 
authenticity by Jennifer Lawrence. 
Manic as it might be stylistically, Silver 
Linings Playbook maintains too even of 
an emotional keel. It's a film about the 
alienated that makes sure to alienate 
no one, a movie depicting wild mood 
extremes that never rises or falls above 
a dull hum of diversion. Russell has 
made a great movie about American 
malaise; this isn't it. (R) Karina 
Longworth.

TEXAS CHAINSAW Three sequels, a 
remake, a prequel to the remake, and 
now another sequel. What is it with 
chain saw massacres of the 
Texas variety? This latest 
mostly ignores the three 
intervening films (not a 
bad thing) and serves 
as more or less a direct 
follow-up to the 1974 
original, the ending rei¬ 
magined as a bloodbath 
in which only an infant 
girl escapes. Heather 
(Alexandra Daddario), that 
now-adult survivor, learns of 
her murderous ancestors, the 
Sawyer family, when a long-lost 
grandmother dies and leaves 
her the old homestead as an 
inheritance (don't get too hung 
up on dates, as this Heather 


of the Perpetually Bared Abdomen is 
clearly not pushing 40). Unfortunately, 
this bequest includes a certain skin- 
wearing, chain saw sporting maniac 
known as Leatherface. Credit writers 
Adam Marcus and Kirsten Elms with 
taking the story in a mildly surprising 
direction (the Sawyers aren't so much 
homicidal cannibals as they are the 
victims of rural small-mindedness). But 
discredit director John Luessenhop 
for giving us 3-D visuals reminiscent of 
Jaws 3-D: That slab of meat's coming 
right for us! Try as he might to honor 
the original—flashbulb transitions, 
a skeevy (yet buff) hitchhiker, metal 
doors, and meat hooks—there's little 
of its mounting dread. Instead, we get 
disembowelments and much action for 
the slaughterhouse. One surprise: an 
ending that leaves us with something 
rare for sequels: a sense of finality. (R) 
Pete Vonder Haar. Countywide. 

THIS IS 40 It's easy to carp that This Is 
40 is too long, too aimless, too alert to 
small resentments, and too stingy with 
the comic set pieces and gel-capped 
life lessons of Apatow's Knocked Up 
and The 40-Year-Old Virgin. But those 
resentments are sharply observed, and 
the many scenes of Leslie Mann and 
Paul Rudd as married folks pickling 
in each other's presence are more 
familiar from life than from movies, 
and almost always droll if not laugh- 
out-loud funny. A scene of husband 
Pete (Rudd) upsetting wife Debbie 
(Mann) with his bed farts is tinged 
with tragic truth—what is marriage 
but the process of acclimating to each 
other's gasses? More painful still is 
the moment when Debbie, seeking 
sex, bares the breasts she has been 
worrying over as her 40th birthday 
approaches—only to be rebuffed 
as Pete monkeys with his iPad. 
Sometimes, Apatow's gifts for comedy 
and pain come together beautifully. 


Debbie and Pete laugh in bed about 
how much they hate each other, some¬ 
times, and then how exactly they would 
murder each other. Her answer—a 
slow poisoning—gets more involved 
as she describes it, and Mann makes 
the most of her showcase. Debbie is 
the first female character in an Apatow 
film as engaging and fucked up as the 
boys. Much like marriage, This Is 40 
is somewhat formless and sometimes 
frustrating, but life is improved by hav¬ 
ing the option. (R) Alan Scherstuhl. 
Countywide. 

ZERO DARKTHIRTY Director Kathryn 
Bigelow and screenwriter Mark Boal's 
unofficial sequel to their Oscar-winning 
The Hurt Locker dramatizes the 
decade-long CIA manhunt for Osama 
bin Laden, and from the major details 
to the smallest ones, the reporting is 
so good you scarcely question a beat. 
Jessica Chastain gives a sensational 
performances as Maya, a young CIA 
officer newly arrived in Pakistan, where 
her responsibilities include interrogat¬ 
ing detained Al Qaeda suspects at 
secret agency prisons throughout Asia 
and the Middle East. Be forewarned: 
"Enhanced" measures such as water¬ 
boarding and starvation are depicted, 
and without any of the moral outrage 
some might expect from a Hollywood 
treatment of this subject. Rather, as 
they did in The Hurt Locker, Bigelow 
and Boal come not to judge but to 
show, leaving the rest up to us. This is 
superb journalism and even better film- 
making, culminating in an electrifying 
re-enactment of the May 1,2011, raid 
on bin Laden's Pakistan hideout. But 
what impresses most about Zero Dark 
Thirty is the long time it spends in the 
middle distance, immersing us in the 
workaday lives of agents and analysts 
who sacrifice much in the name of 
something bigger than themselves 
and struggle against the same petty 
bureaucrats one encounters in any 
company—whether the boss is Uncle 
Sam or merely some guy named Sam.

Sell Out 
for Beauty 

A t its heart, street art is outsider art. 

But thanks to the commercial suc¬ 
cess of people such as Shepard Fairey, 
the debate continues over the point at 
which a graffiti artist goes from success 
to sellout. The Banksy documentary 
Exit Through the Gift Shop explored 
this, among other controversies in the 
street-art world. 

Now, the supposed sellouts have 
spread to the world of makeup. 

New York City-based graffiti artist 
Chris Kulig (a.k.a. Love Me) has paired 
with cosmetic powerhouse Smashbox 
for a limited-edition spring 2013 collec¬ 
tion. Does a graffiti artist really need 
to endorse a high-end makeup line? 
Apparently, yes—as well as a new Vans 
shoe line! Of course, it's genius timing, 
what with a certain love-themed holiday 
coming up. 

Regardless of your definition of artis¬ 
tic integrity, Smashbox's new collection 
really is a fine set: two eye-shadow pal¬ 
ettes, two lipsticks, a powder blush, two 
lip glosses and, of course, a black liquid 
eyeliner.

The Motherfucker With 
the Hat at South Coast 
Rep shows the brilliance 
of fucking judicious 
fucking cursing

L ast month, a Daily Pilot editor used 
the occasion of South Coast Rep¬ 
ertory staging a play with a dirty 
word in the title—which he could not 
print in his paper—to take a jab at OC 
Weekly, calling us a rakish-and-proud- 
of-it publication. 

The motherfucker is right. 

Not only can we print motherfucker, 
which is the key word in Stephen Adly 
Guirgis’ ferociously funny, if occasion¬ 
ally overwritten, play The Motherfucker 
With the Hat, but we also never miss 
the opportunity to do so. We can also 
print such words as shit, piss, fuck, cunt, 
cocksucker, tits and Orange County 
Republican Party. Is using words that 
offend decent, morally sound folks vitally 
important to communicating an idea? 

Not always. But they can be quite effec¬ 
tive, just as the litany of insults and ribald 
language in Guirgis’ play make it such a 
guilty pleasure to watch. 

Motherfucker doesn’t exactly break 
new theater ground. Plays about desper¬ 
ate people trying their best to get along 
on this motherfucking planet are nothing 
new. But it’s distinctive on two fronts for 
SCR. Although the theater is renowned 
for emphasizing plays that are rich in 
language, rarely does it wheel out ones 
in which one motherfucker tells another 
motherfucker he fucked the guy’s lady in 
her ass and she used her mouth to revive 
his dick. The coarseness of this mother- 


counterpart to the daunting circum¬ 
stances these characters find themselves 
in. These are not winners in any sense 
of the word. They are unemployed or 
just scratching by. They are either in 
recovery or really should be. Their rela¬ 
tionships are volatile. They don’t seem 
capable of keeping their dicks in their 
pants or their mouths off dicks. 

Yet, every one of the motherfuckers is 
likeable, with the exception of the two 
female characters, neither of whom is 
as fleshed out as her male compatriots. 
Though the Veronica-Jackie relationship 
is the emotional linchpin, the play really 
seems about the shifting relationship 
between Jackie and Ralph. They are two 
deeply flawed men who are trying to 
figure their shit out and keep it together, 
neither one doing an exemplary job of 
doing so. As Ralph states, "I’m a grown 
man making my way in this world the 
best I can.” 

There are no happy endings or neatly 
tied bows. None of the motherfuck¬ 
ers seems substantially changed. They 
will continue to wrestle with issues 
of addiction, self-sabotage, unhealthy 
relationships and emotional baggage. 
But, in the course of the nearly two- 
hour play (which occasionally veers 
off-course in lengthy exchanges and 
whenever the dialogue feels more like 
a smart playwright talking than his 
street-savvy characters), they are all 
subjected to a heaping helping of hon¬ 
esty. That makes this play one of the 
most prurient-sounding to ever cater¬ 
waul across SCR’s stage, but also one of 
its most realistic. 

And is the language too much for 
SCR’s mostly well-heeled audience? 
Considering it received something rather 
unusual for Orange County shows on the 
night I watched it—a sincere, spontane¬ 
ous standing ovation—I’d say no mother¬ 
fucking way.

fucking play is unavoidable. 

It’s also distinctive because it’s not 
about the kind of people who generally 
populate SCR plays: eloquent, articu¬ 
late white people, usually with money 
and high up on the social ladder. Think 
of the characters in two of SCR’s most 
produced contemporary playwrights, 
Richard Greenberg and Donald Mar- 
gulies. There may be motherfuckers in 
those pieces, but they’re usually far more 
genteel (and white) than those in Guir¬ 
gis’ play. 

Jackie (Tony Sancho, who powerfully 
navigates a rollercoaster of motherfuck¬ 
ing emotions) has recently been freed 
from a two-year stint in prison for a 
drug offense. He’s on parole and sin¬ 
cere about getting his life back on track. 
He’s now a friend of Bill W. and lands a 
job. Overjoyed, he returns to the apart¬ 
ment he shares with his longtime love, 
a substance-abusing Veronica (Elisa 
Bocanegra), to celebrate the news only to 
see some motherfucker’s hat on a small 
table. Convinced she has cheated on him, 
he explodes and rushes over to the pad of 
his sponsor, Ralph (a brilliantly nuanced 
Larry Bates), to unload. Ralph patiently 
tries to keep him from relapsing. 

Of course, as so often happens in 
motherfucking plays, the situation is 
far more complicated. Toss in Ralph’s 
angry wife, Victoria (Cristina Frias), and 
Jackie’s cousin Julio (a show-stealing 
Christian Barillas), and a simmering pot 
of emotion, pent-up anger, secrets and 
lies threatens to boil over at any minute. 
Each of the five characters is far more 
complex and layered than originally 
presented, and director Michael John 
Garces skillfully guides the production 
through its flurry of salacious language, 
elevating it to a compelling examination 
of how to grow up in a world in which it’s 
all too easy to stay trapped in a cycle of 
dependency and sabotage. 

It’s a brutally honest play that is bru¬ 
tally honest in its language. Unlike, say, a 
review that uses the word motherfucker 
in every graf, the relentless proces¬ 
sion of cursing isn’t gratuitous—it’s 
an extension of character and a verbal

someone gives you a drink you have to try 
it. Is there anything that someone’s handed 
you and you just wanted to hurl on them? 
Oh, for sure! Anything that has a dead 
animal in it. Most people don’t really 
encounter that in their daily drinking 
experiences. I have come across rum with 
a dead snake in it, rum with a scorpion in 
it, and also snake blood. It was pretty vile. 
It’s either a tradition or a gimmick. 

Gross. I heard Tommy Chong on your pod¬ 
cast and was wondering if he taught you 
how to make a bong out of a scotch bottle 
or something. 

No bongs, but Tommy showed up with 
this cool necklace that was a piece 
of bamboo from his yard, and he had 
carved it into what’s called a “tobacco 
pipe.” We hung out and talked, and at 
the end, he gave me his pipe. It was a 
really cool thing. 

Did you use it? 



I haven’t yet! But I think it would be sac¬ 
rilege if I didn’t! 

Since you are the master drinker, I must ask: 
Are there really any cures for a hangover? 
We’re still working on it! I think a 
Bloody Mary works, but getting redrunk 
isn’t really helping, necessarily. I’ve 
really tried them all. The one that 
might work the best is food and a nap. 
[Laughs.] Sometimes, though, if you 
wake up and it’s a workday, you’re just 
shit out of luck. 

Mow’d you come up with the drinking 
games you sell on your website? 

We worked on them for more than a year 
and tested them out in the office. We have 
about 12 people, and we played them a 
lot! The pong game just came out, and it 
was a long time in the making. The dice 
game came from this game in Hong Kong 
called Liar’s Dice that’s really big over 
there. So we sort of worked with one 
of those, but we put a magnetic top on 
there so you can put the rules and dice 
in and just throw it in your bag and go. 
The whole point of all of these was to 
make them as fun as possible, make them 
unique and make them mobile. They 
really have to be fun, though—that’s the 
most important thing. 

When are you going to come out to Orange 
County again and do some standup? 

I’ve been there before, but there is noth¬ 
ing imminent as of now. I’m sure there is 
something on the horizon. Okay, in 2013 
for sure!

Onstage or on set, Reggie Watts’ performances are limitless, live and loopy

W hen it comes to the fine art of 
musical criticism, Reggie Watts 
can make us all feel a little 
dumb. While attempting to describe his 
stage show, keep track of how many times 
you pause and scratch your head. How 
many genres do you slap together, hoping 
in vain to find a combo that pegs this Afro- 
sporting, beat-boxing Renaissance man to 
a T? When you’re done stammering like 
Russell Crowe’s character in A Beautiful 
Mind, we suggest you keep it simple: He’s a 
funky one-man band who’s funny as fuck. 

In front of an audience full of fans, 
it’s likely even the most diehard among 
them have learned to not expect anything 
except his mountainous hair and whatever 
glorious Cosby sweater he happens to be 
wearing that night. In the fleeting seconds 
before he starts fumbling with his mic 
stand and his trusty keyboard-and-loop 
station, the layer cake of sonic absurdity 
built on a capella vocals about everything 
from blowjobs to big-ass purses is never 
planned. Half the time, it makes no sense 
whatsoever. Truthfully, he’s not even try¬ 
ing to make you crack a smile with his 
absurd mix of soul and non sequitur com¬ 
edy. He’s trying to break your brain. 

“Part of what I do is I rely on people 
not getting it,” Watts says from his 
native Montana. It’s one of the few days 
out of the year when he’s not on tour, 
and he’s spending it at his mom’s house 
before heading to his Brooklyn stomping 
grounds. “Mostly, before I go onstage, I 
just say, ‘Fuck it’ and have a good time 
and hope my audience enjoys it.” 

And they do. In the past few years, Watt’s 
’fro has cast a long shadow on all corners 
of the entertainment world. Maybe you’re 


a fan of his co-hosting/musical-director 
duties on podcast-turned-TV-show Com¬ 
edy Bang! Bang! (which is filming a second 
season in February for IFC). Or maybe you 
heard about him opening up for Conan 
O’Brien for 2010’s Legally Prohibited From 
Being Funny on Television Tour. And it’s 
likely one of his viral video projects for 
Funny or Die and College Humor has 
allowed him to beatbox his way into your 
heart at one point or another. It’s something 
Orange County fans will get to experience 
firsthand this week when the 40-year-old 
performer returns to the Segerstrom Cen¬ 
ter’s unapologetically eclectic Off-Center 
Festival, offering a 13-day buffet of music, 
theater, dance and performance art priced

to fit the average, broke twentysomething. 
To be honest, it’s exactly the kind of place 
you expect Watts to do his thing. 

Though he’s made a name through 
his chance projects with guys such as 
Coco and Jack White and his trio of live 
albums (his latest, A Live at Central Park, 
came out in 2012), his video and theater 
creds are equally as formidable. In the 
past few months, his stint of one-off 
plays such as Crocodiles in Brussels and 
the U.K. were keeping him busy most of 
2012. At some point, you have to wonder 
how much of the real Reggie we’re actu¬ 
ally seeing for a guy who spends 90 per¬ 
cent of his life onstage. 


“It’s not really too much of a differ¬ 
ence; I just become a little more ridicu¬ 
lous onstage, I guess,” he says. “I don’t 
really prepare.” 

Likewise, opportunities such as get¬ 
ting the Conan tour 48 hours after one 
of O’Brien’s writers (a friend of Reg¬ 
gie’s) showed the ginger funnyman his 
video clips, or scoring music for the FX 
show Louie (had three days to write 10 
episodes’ worth of music) are haphaz¬ 
ardly drawn to him. Never mind that he 
spent some of his formative years as a 
musician in Seattle trying to make it in 
a series of now-extinct, “serious” bands. 
One of them, a funk/soul outfit Maktub, 
still haunt the radio on occasion with 
their marginal 2003 hit “You Can’t Hide.” 
But who knows what a regular band 
featuring Watts’ elastically soulful pipes 
would sound like in 2013. At least for now, 
it’s not really on his radar. 

“At some point, I hope to focus on 
music again more steadily,” he says, “but 
this year’s a lot about recording video, 
doing a lot of video projects and seeing 
what happens with that.” 

And even after he’s worn so many hats 
throughout his career, rarely has he ever 
stopped to appraise his success. In fact, 
it’s rare to even hear him call it that. 

“Looking back, I can go, ‘Oh, that was 
cool. People liked that,”’ he says. “But 
my mode has always just been to keep on 
doing shit.”

Long Beach natives 
Rival Sons find out if 
endorsements from a U.K. 
rock god translate into 
Stateside praise

S tanding backstage before a show 
in London, the Rival Sons had 
a lot to look forward to. They’d 
relentlessly toured Europe, opening 
for such legends of rock as AC/DC and 
Guns N’ Roses, but nothing could have 
prepared them for the praise that was 
about to be heaped upon them by Led 
Zeppelin’s Jimmy Page. The band’s 
publicist informed them the legendary 
guitarist not only was in attendance, but 
also wanted to meet them before the 
show. To their surprise, seconds later, 
Page walked into their dressing room 
and told the band how much he liked 
their music. Any doubts about their 
legitimacy as a rock band should be 
flushed after that sentence. 

Overseas, the Long Beach natives are 
budding superstars, having been on the 
cover of the British magazine Classic Rock 
along with being named its Breakthrough 
Artist of 2012. Their combination of hard 
rock and blues has many recalling some 
of the great bands of yesteryear, including 
positive comparisons to Page’s Led Zep¬ 
pelin as well as the Black Crowes. 

Before joining what would become 
Rival Sons, Jay Buchanan was known in 
these parts as a singer/songwriter, not 
the front man of a rock band. But then 
he got a call from drummer Michael 
Miley, a friend who was already in the 
band, asking if he’d consider joining the 
outfit, which also includes guitarist Scott 
Holiday and bassist Robin Everhart. 
Although they had already gone through 
multiple singers, Buchanan agreed, 
albeit apprehensively. 

“In the back of my mind, I didn’t want 
it to click because I was too busy at the 


time,” the singer confesses. “I thought 
to myself that I didn’t have time for a 
side project and it would be fun to be in 
a rock band, to play some shows locally 
and get my kicks. What an [understate¬ 
ment] that was!” 

Though the Rival Sons’ shows and 
albums caught on in Europe (which 
can be attributed to the push from their 
record company, Nottingham, U.K.- 
based Earache Records) and Canada, 
the band haven’t carved out a strong 
following in their homeland. While this 
ongoing struggle has frustrated the band 
members, they’re optimistic 2013 will 
be the year they surge ahead domesti¬ 
cally, and if the end of the past year is 
any indication, they’re starting to be 
recognized by influential sources. Last 
December, for a cover story in Rolling 
Stone, Page was asked what bands he 
was listening to and enjoying. He men¬ 
tioned Muse ... and Rival Sons.

Stone, a publication he’s had problems 
with, and he only talks about two bands, 
one being us, is not only validating, 
but also so strange and surreal you 
can’t really think about it very much,” 
Buchanan says. 

Rival Sons’ third album, Head Down, 
was released in Europe this past August 
and is slated for a March 5 release in the 
States. Though they don’t have a crystal 
ball, as they embark on an upcoming 
tour of the West Coast and Canada, the 
band have their sights set on conquer¬ 
ing America.

then Jimenez may be just 19 years 
old, but the Costa Mesa-based rapper 
known as Sage One already feels wise 
beyond his years. 

"I guess you could say I'm an old soul. I 
wanted something that speaks of wisdom," 
Jimenez says, reflecting on his hip-hop 
alias. "When I think of a sage, I think of 
that random old guy in the woods who just 
has all this knowledge and who will let you 
know how things are with no bullshit." 

Embodying that truth-telling ideal in 
the form of rapping is something Jimenez 
began to take seriously as a 14-year-old 
in Garden Grove. "I keep it really truthful," 
he says. "I'll spit about events that have 
happened in my life that are straight heart¬ 
breaking, the things that I've been through 
that have made me strongertoday because 
of them." 

His love for hip-hop started after being 
given a copy of Atmosphere's Outcast! “\ 
was just like, 'Damn, what is this? This is 
rapping, but it ain't rapping, you know? It's 
actually like life coming alive through my 
speakers.'" From there, Jimenez ventured 
into the realm of underground artists such 
as People Underthe Stairs and the Living 
Legends for inspiration, cultivating a youth¬ 
fully energetic yet disciplined delivery. 

About a year later, he crossed paths with 
Eduardo Iniestra, a rapper and DJ who was 
working with the Save Our Youth center 
in Costa Mesa. "Eddie was actually the 
first person to reach out to me," Jimenez 
remembers. "I was going to independent 
studies [in high school]. I had a lot of time 
on my hands." 


Iniestra told him that if hip-hop were 
really what he liked to do, to come back 
to the center. Jimenez returned the very 
next day and the two began collaborat¬ 
ing. "Eddie actually paid for my first studio 
session. That's what really broke me in," 
Jimenez says. "If he weren't ever to do 
that, I would not be where I am today." 

The two are still working together, with 
Iniestra laying down scratches for Sage 
One's forthcoming six-song EP, Summertime. 
"The beats are really smooth," Jimenez 
says. "It's like the summertime feeling, 
the good vibes of being with the homies 
or enjoying family." A planned follow-up, 
Wintertime Blues, will be a bit on the darker, 
colder side musically and lyrically. 

Whatever the weather, Sage One just 
wants to see his music and fan base grow, 
a task he's willing to take risks for. In Hun¬ 
tington Beach, in between shots for his first 
music video, for the song "Rolling Stoned,"

the baseball-cap-and-raglan-sleeved-shirt- 
wearing rapper engaged in an experiment. 
"I got right into the smack-dab center, right 
in front of the pier and started hollering 
out, 'Free poetry!'" His call attracted few at 
first. "The more I started flowing, the more 
people started to come around." He started 
off his piece saying, "I'm caged behind a 
prison of music/Doing life behind bars." 

By the street performance's end, Jimenez 
shook hands and thanked all who applauded. 
If that spontaneous one-man show atthe 
beach serves as a metaphor for Sage One's 
hip-hop horizons, the rapper is ready. "I want 
to be the voice of this generation," he says. 

"I want to make this music all my life. This is 
what I was born to do."
